-deserve death, they not only continue to do these very things but also approve of 
-those who practice them (Romans 1:29-32, NIV).

. society into a secular utopia that grooms our children from birth to embrace a 
< worldview that celebrates pleasure, self- indulgence, and hedonism while rejecting 
all that is godly. 


. It also explains why these God-haters bristle at the notion that America is a 
. Christian nation.
